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THE  RUllAH  BODY

bitations, and  with  the  poignant 
mementoes  of  it's  dead --what  these 
thii^gs  mean  are  matters  to  which  I 
have  not  been  made  privy.  Certainly 
there  is  no  clue  in  the  structure 
or  functions  of  the  body  itself.  As 
a philosopher  I may  engage  in  some 
speculations  on  the  subject  in  the 
company  of  Plato , Schopenhaur',  and 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  but 
it  is 'to  be  recognized  that  when  I 
do  so,  my  speculations  are  them- 
selves based  upon  speculations  and 
not  upon  anything  resembling  obser- 
ved facts. 

Sentimentalists  will  complain 
that  my  defination  omits  two  of 
their  favourite  themes  --  one,  the 
operation' of  man's  intellect,  and 
the  other,  the  tribulations  of  his 
spirit.  In  short,  it  leaves  out' 
mind  and  soul.  But  I think  that,  on 
the  contary,  it  includes  them,  For 
in  the  two  fold  functions  tha't  he  is 
called  upon  to  perform  he  first 
needs  acquire  food  to  supply  his 
energy',  and  shelter  to  perserve  it, 
and  secondly,  in  order  to  reproduce 
a mate  mUst  be  se-cured.  And  I sub- 
mit that  to  do  the  first  us  the  pa- 
rticular function  of  the  mind,  and 
the  second  is  the  function  of  the 
soul,  I reco^ize  that  in  a state 
of  civilization  such  as  exists  to- 
day, both  of  these 'things  have  be- 
come absu^ly  easy,  and  the  mind 
and  soul  baing  restless  pieces  of 


machinery  are  perverted  into  other 
channels,  V/lien  a man  is  no  longer 
under  the  grinding  necessity  of  '
